unexpected appointment of 
the most far-ranging impor- 
tance. 


Laird, who agreed Friday 


night to sacrifice his powerful 
position in Congress for the 
Pentagon post, will thus be- 
come a prime arbiter of the 
new administration's foreign- 
military policy, and perhaps 
eventually strong man of the 
Nixon Cabinet on a wide 
variety of issues. In particu- 
lar, he will be a strong force 
for a quickly negotiated set- 
tlement of the Vietnam war. 


Although he was an increas- 


ingly 'influential adviser to 
President • elect Nixon dur- 
ing the past campaign, Laird 
was not seriously considered 
for a Cabinet post — at his 
own chosing. As the most 
powerful Republican in the 
House, he was reluctant to 
give up 16 years of seniority 
built up by the relatively 
early age of 46.

The fact was, per- 
haps; that a driver was momen- 
tarily blinded by glare, or his 
foot slid off the brake pedal 
because the pad was worn slick, 
or an old tire blew because it 
wasn't replaced when it should 
have been. - 


Maybe injuries and deaths 


resulted only because nobody 
involved had his seat belt fast- 
ened. Or there weren't any belts 
in the car. While people have 
varying reasons for being anti- 
seat belt, their excuses for not 
using them aren't very impres- 
sive when put up against Na- 
tional Safety Council estimates:

No Ref urn to Isolationism 


On the eve of his probable retirement 


from the position of Secretary of State, 
Dean Rusk has been making numerous 
speeches expressing his fears of a return to 
isolationist foreign policies by the United 
State* and Western Europe. But we would 
hope that the events of the last fifty years 
in particular hive taught Americans at 
least that we can not cut ourselves off from 
the rest of the world or retreat into a For- 
tress America. Tne need for close and un- 
derstanding relationships with other na- 
tions and other peoples is greater today 
than ever before. The perils in isolationism 
are also greater as the hungry people in the 
underdeveloped countries realize the mas- 
sive chasm between their ways of life and 
ours. 


The type of involvement, however, is 


not as easy to recommend. Mr. Rusk firm- 
ly defends the series of collective security 
pacts which the United States has made 
around the world, especially during the 
tenure of John Foster Dulles as Secretary 
of State. But to a large extent the deterrent 
value of those pacts disappeared or at 
least was modified by our intervention mil- 
itarily in Vietnam. It can be argued tfrat 
had we been completely successful militari- 
ly in Vietnam—if we had waged all-out war 
against Hanoi—there would have been 
more respect for our power and its use in 
other parts of the world. But the risk was 
too great when the Soviet Union began 
backing the North Vietnamese just as the 
risk to Russia was too great when the 
United States demanded that the Soviet 
missiles be removed from Cuba. 


We cannot ignore the hard fact that am* 


bilious men, Dome imbued with ideological 
fervor, and the exploitation of the rising 
tide of nationalism in the new countries, 
means that we must remain militarily 
strong and maintain at least some of the 
pacts we now have. Probably most im- 
portant, and certainly the most binding, is 
the North Atlantic Treaty Organization de- 
spite France's withdrawal But perhaps the 
greatest change we may expect hi the fu- 
ture from the years since the end of World 
War II is that the world probably will not 
be drawn into such rigid Communist or 
anti-Communist camps. Despite the crack- 
down by the Soviet Union in Eastern Eu- 
rope, the Communist world is fragmented. 
And the rise of military regimes in the non- 
Communist world, the 
reaction against 


democratic processes in many new coun- 
tries has demonstrated that the Communist 
countries do not have exclusive rights to 
tyrannical regimes. It may have been our 
failure to recognize the changes that led 
to our intervention in Vietnam. 


We agree with Mr. Rusk that a return 


to isolationism in the United States would 
be a disaster. But we are so involved with 
other nations in such a variety of agree- 
ments, military and economic, that it seems 
almost impossible that such isolationism 
could occur. We must resist especially the 
moves toward cutting off programs which 
help the underdeveloped nations because 
the threat of famine, and political up- 
heavals in those countries are a threat to 
world peace and all of us. 


Charley Nelson's Idea to Save the Railroads 


"Whoever gets here first has to clean 


up all this junk." 


An idea advanced by an Appleton man in 


The Post-Crescent five years ago for solv- 
ing the financial plight of the railroads in 
this country has now been picked up and 
promoted by David P. Morgan, the editor 
of Trains Magazine. 


Charles C. Nelson, one-time auditor for 


the old Wisconsin and Northern Railroad, 
believes the federal government should ac- 
quire the trackage of all railroads, abolish 
or build new rights of way as needed, main- 
tain the trackage and lease it back to the 
railroads at rates which would enable them 
to compete with other transportation me- 
dia. 


The logic of the proposition is that gov- 


ernment, federal, state and local, owns and 
maintains highways for truck carriers, and 
airport facilities for the airlines. 


Some railroads in recent years have at- 


tempted to tackle this problem through 


merger, the principal advantage of which 
is to eliminate duplication of individually 
owned and maintained rail lines between 
principal cities. The federal government 
has gone along with this philosophy to an 
extent, but it is principally the larger rail- 
roads which are benefitting. 


"I envision the identical relationship 


which binds the government and the air- 
lines," Editor Morgan said, "the govern- 
ment owning the routes and their termi- 
nals and signalling systems, the airlines 
owning the vehicles and paying user charg- 
es for fixed facilities." 


The nation needs an efficient and profit- 


able railroad system just as it needs truck- 
ing service and airlines. Yet under strict 
federal control and the burden of owning 
and operating their own track systems 
many railroads have difficulty competing. 


It's time to take a hard look at Charley 


Nelson's idea.

The Future of the Organization Man 


Only a few years ago, the "organization 


man" was explained as the new American, 
the leader in business and industry, the 
prompter in political life, and sometimes 
the destroyer of dreams and ideals. But in 
the last year, organization itself has been 
seriously threatened, or at least so says 
Professor John Kenneth Galbraith. 


The professor was speaking at a four 


day seminar of intellectuals held at Prince- 
ton University. Organization, said the pro- 
fessor, sought to propagate its own myths 
as substitute for truth and thus to extend 
its own life. "With the public, as with the 
private bureaucracy, decision is followed by 
the necessary steps to persuade. And in the 
case of the public bureaucracy, to a far 
greater degree than is realized, there has 
come to be a feeling that persuasion should 
not be necessary or that it is impossible— 
The need for secrecy confines knowledge 
to a priestly inner group which, for better 
or worse, must be trusted. This exclusive- 
ness has tended to build on itself. It has 
been ill-received in the intellectual and 
academic community. Students who are as- 
siduously lectured on the virtue of thinking 
for themselves and assuming responsibility 
in the society and who, to everyone's sur- 
prise occasionally do, are especially ad- 
verse 


"The lesson of the past year is that or- 


ganization can be opposed. Future presi- 
dents recalling that one was forced from 
office, future secretaries of state recalling 
that one was reduced to getting in and out 
of hotels like a burglar, future military 
men watching the revolt against ROTC 
sweeping the campuses, future industrial 
firms reflecting on the fate of both their 
recruiters and recruitment will have a more 
thoughtful view of the limits of organiza- 
tion. . ." 


But Professor Galbraith also insists that 


President-elect Richard Nixon "is almost 
too patently the organization's man," which 
presumably bodes ill for the future. 


All of this may be quite true. But there 


is another sort of organization man which 
Professor Galbraith seems to have over- 
looked and that is the perpetual opponent, 
the one who finds the Establishment wrong 
simply because it is the Establishment, the 
non-conformist who is really conforming 
to a set of principles and activities which 
he never thought up himself. 


At any rate Professor Galbraith and 


others at the seminar were reminded of 
this as they left and were confronted by a 
lone picket, carrying signs opposing rac- 
ism, imperialism, genocide, corporate cap- 
italism, policy planners and profit, all of 
which need far more explanation than 
merely a name on a sign.
